COMMITTEE. 
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FIRE WARDS’ REPORT. 


In presenting our annual report it may be well, for the 
general information of the citizens, to enumerate the facili- 
ties for handling fires, which exist in our town at the present 
time. 

The Fire Defender Co. consists of twenty-eight men, in- 
cluding the three fire wards. 

There are sixteen hydrants, the location of which may be 
found by consulting the cards issued by the Fire Wards. 
There are 750 feet of first-class hose owned by the town, 
and 100 feet of poor quality, which should only be used in 
case of emergency. 

The town owns one hose carriage, one extension ladder, 
and one hand fire extinguisher. It also bad the use of 
the hand tub as formerly. 

The above, with the power furnished by the Columns 
Mfg: Co., provides a good Soha ie to all property along 
the water system. 

The fire company has ariswer ed four alarms during the past 
year, as follows: On April 28, in the cloth room of the 
Columbian Mfg. Co.; Sept. 7, at the barn of E. B. Barrett ; 
Oct. 6, at the house of. Baptiste Pelletier on High street ; 
and Dec. 22, at the Central House an Main street. 

The fire on Sept. 7, which was caused by lightning, was 
the only serious one of the year, and at one time it seemed 
impossible to prevent it from spreading, but by prompt 
work, it was confined to one building only. The company 
has appeared in two public parades during the year. On 


rs, 


Memerial Day, by invitation of the G. A. R, and on July 
4, by invitation of the Greenville Literary Club. The ap- 
pearance of the company was much improved by the new 
fiaemen’s coats, which have been purchased during the year 
and we take this opportunity publicly to thank the citizens, 
and especially the ladies who furnished materials for the 
suppers, which assisted in paying for the uniforms. 

We have not used the hand tub in drilling during the 
past year, as we learned from experience that is was im- 
practicable to use it with the men at our command. It 
would take twice as many men to obtain good results, and 
the amount appropriated for fire purposes does not warrant 
us in increasing our number. | 

We recommend that the town purchase a combination 
hose wagon and chemical engine; also that the water pipes 
be extended on Pleasant street, High street and Depot 
street to the corner of Temple street.

REPORT. ” 


The past year has been one of special growth in the 
history of our library. All the magazines of the previous 
two years, with some of still earlier date, have been sub- 
stantially bound, adding sixty-three large volumes to our 
book list. Other new books have been received; eleven 
from Washington, one from Concord, six a gift from F. W. 
Ely, and one hundred and twenty-six purchased from the 
town appropriation. In their selections the trustees have

The School Board submit the following report: 


In reviewing the past year we find that its educational 
work in our town compares favorably with that of previous 
years. At the beginning of the school year the School 
Board was obliged to fill two vacancies caused by the res- 
ignation of Mrs. Hattie A. Preston and Miss Marcia S. Rich- 
ards, they having taught here four and two years respec- 
tively, and done faithful service. Miss Ida M. Hawkins 
was selected for the Intermediate School, and Miss Bertha 

M. Hawkesworth assigned to the Primary department. It 
seemed best to discontinue the school known as the East 
School, on account of the small number of pupils; accord- 
ingly the Board made arrangements, in the fall, to have the 
pupils from that section of the town transported to the 
Village School. The privileges and advantages enjoyed 
under this arrangement are far superior to those which 
could be obtained in a school of seven or eight scholars. 

The School Board of Mason paid one-half of the expense 
of maintaining the East School for the first of the school 
year. They also have paid their proportional part of the 
transportation charges, as well as tuition, for attendance at 
our Village School. 

After a thorough examination the Board decided to in- 
troduce the Wentworth Arithmetic into the schools. This 
accordingly was done, and the books have given excellent 
satisfaction. Other new books purchased during the year 
were those requisite for the High School studies, Latin 
and French, also a new Webster’s Dictionary. 
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At the present time there are five grades in the gram- 
mar department. Latin and French have been taught dur- 
ing the past two terms. 

At the beginning of the year the Board appointed a tru- 
ant officer, and the wisdom of this appointment is shown by 
the improved condition of the registers. 

By way of repairs we have had the building thoroughly 
cleaned, the walls kalsomined and the halls painted. New 
settees and chairs have been purchased for the recitation 
room. The outside improvements consist of a new fence 
about the grounds, which greatly improves the general sur- 
roundings. 

The South School ie not been opened. The two schol- 
ars have been transported as before.
